MANY AMERICANS IN THRONGS 


LONDON, June 18.—London's 7,000,000 in- 
habitants made a holiday of this, the last 
Sunday before the coronation of King George 
and Queen Mary. It was a carefree multi- 
tude and it enjoyed itself thoroughly. 

Enormous crowds pushed througth the 
streets, flocking towards the center of the 
city to see the decorations of the buildings 
and streets and catch a glimpse of the for- 
eign visitors. 

Several hundred thousand jostled one an- 
other for hours about St. James’ park West- 
minster Abbey, and Trafalgar square. White- 
hall, Pall Mall, the Strand, and Piccadilly 
were almost impassable for motor cars and 
cabs, and from time to time traffic was 
stopped. 

East Enders and working classes formed 
the chief elements. Everybody was in holi 
day spirits; the men and girls singing and 
chaffing. Wherever a carriage with royal! 
liveries appeared or the uniform of an officer 
Was seen the crowd closed around and fol- 
lowed. When there was nothing more excit- 
ing to do the people congregated in front of 
the clubs and public buildings. 


' Royalties Furnish Thrills. 

Buckingham palace, where the royal ensign 
floats, 
A constantly shifting mass of people elbowed 
one another in front of it. Thousands were 
there this afternoon, and tonight the assem- 
blage was swollen until it filled St. James’ 
park to overflowing. 

Several times the crowds had an oppor- 
tunity to cheer the king and queen when they 
drove in or out, while the constant arrival 
and departure of visiting royalties furnished 
repeated thrills. 

While the majority of the foreign guests 
will arrive tomorrow, there were enough 
princes and grand dukes on view today to 
satisfy the Populace. The principal visitors 
will be quartered in Buckingham palace, 
Marlborough and York houses, while others 
will find shelter in several pretentious private 
houses which the owners have patriotically 
loaned to the government. 


German Crown Prince Arrives. 

The German cruiser Von der Tann brought 
Crown Prince Frederick William and the 
German Crown Princess to Sheerness, where 
the cruiser tied up. The prince and princess 
disembarked at an early hour and proceeded 
to London. 

The holiday making tonight did not strike 
the only note of coronation Sunday. Religious 
services were held at St. Paul's in the morn- 
ing and in the afternoon at Westminster 
Catholic cathedral, while a remarkable out- 
door service was held in Battersea park and 
in all the churches special reference was 
made to the great ceremony to take place on 
Thursday. 

Contingents representing Canada, Africa, 
Australia, New Zealand. Jamaica and other 
colonies, attended St Paul's. The Canadians 
numbering 1,100, Gen. Cheyles more com- 
manding, with two bands, marched from the 
Duke of York’s school through streets lined 
with enthusiastic spectators. 


Americans Seen Everywhere. 

The Dean of Gloucester conducted the 
service. The lord mayor, aldermen, and 
judges, attired in their robes of office, at- 
tended the later service in St. Paul's, which 
was conducted by Arch Deacon Sinclair. In 
the crowds everywhere many Americans 
were noticeable. 

Frequent showers during the day consid- 
erably damaged the street decorations. A 
heavy rain before Thursday would be re- 
garded a calamity, as it would work havoc 
among the filmsy cloth hangings and paper 
flowers strung profusely every where. 

Richard C. Kerens, American ambassador 
to Austria-Hungary, and John R. Carter, 
American minister to Roumania, are here for 
the coronation. 

Itis announced that the Archbishop of York 
has been chosen to preach the sermon at the 
coronation. There was no sermon at King 
Edward's coronation. 

King George and Queen Mary have de- 
cided to attend the Sbakspearean ball. Six 
thousand invitations have been issued for 
the king’s garden party on June 27. It will 
be the biggest party ever given at Bucking- 
ham palace. 


Wide Contrast with Last Event. 

Between the coronation of Edward VII., 
“The Peacemaker,” and that of his son 
George V., who, probably will be known te 
history as The Sailor King.“ is a wide cop- 
trast. 

Edward's coronation was attended with 
many misgivings and fears. On account of 
the serious operation which the king had un- 
dergone, and which necessitated the post- 
ponement of the crowning, and the apprehen- 
sion lest his majesty should not be able to 
endure the difficult ordeal of a state cere- 
monial lasting nearly four hours, with the 
strain of its attendant functions, the atmos- 
phere of the first occasion was charged with 
extreme nervous tension. 


Then the pageantry and feudal rites of the 


‘most ancient and splendid ritual preserved 
by any dynasty—coming down as it 
does through the mists of nearly a thousand 
years from the time of the first Edward—had 
the glamour of extreme novelty in the eyes of 
the British people. :

DESERTS MAFIA; 
SLAIN IN STREET 
Victim of 42d “Death Corner” 


Murder Had Given Police 
Black Hand Evidence. 


LA GRANGE ADDS TO LIST. 


Little Sicily opened the celebration of a 
festal day early yesterday morning with the 
murder of the forty-second Black Hand vic- 
tim since Jan. 1, 1910. He was slain lets 


than a block from death corner.“ where 


six of nineteen murders in Little Sicily have 
been committed. 

The list of Black Hand victims of the 
gang working in La Grange was increased 
by a death during the day. It is the second 
crime charged to the Black Hand in La 
Grange within a week. 

The efforts of a Mafia member to redeem 
himself in a new country prompted the Chi- 
cago crime, but a stranger motive caused 
the victim, Giuseppi Giglio, in his last mo- 
ments of consciousness, to observe the law 
of the society he deserted. 

Giglio, when a member of the Sicilian 
Mafia, attracted the attention of the police 
of Palermo by his boldness. Fearing a trial 
under the Italian law, two years ago he ob- 
tained a passport in the name of a relative, 
Domenic Giglio, and fled to the United States. 


Tries to Shake Mafia Yoke. 

Here he tried to cast off the Mafia yoke. 
He started a barber shop at 2016 West 
Harrison street and went to room at 863 
Gault court, in the heart of Little Sicily. 

He became friendly with a few detectives 
and others investigating the Black Hand 
crimes that have terrorized the residents of 
the district, near Death Corner. Mafia 
members from Sicily who knew his old coun- 
try record and of his efforts to redeem him- 
self, sneered at first, then threatened him, 
and finally laid a plot to kill him. 

That Giglio was one of a dozen or more wit- 
nesses who saw Frank Tenerno slain on the 
night of April 1 added to the determination 
of the plotters that he must die. 

Saturday night, when crowds thronged the 
streets of Little Sicily because of prepara- 
tions to celebrate a festal day, Giglio left his 
barber shop at à late hour. It was after 
midnight when he reached Little Sicily. 


Dying, Keeps Mafia Vow. 

He turned into a saloon at 912 Gault court, 
took a drink, and then started to go home He 
had taken a few steps from the doorway 
when five flashes of fire came from a passage- 
way between two houses just north of the 
saloon. 

Giglio reeled across the sidewalk and fell. 
When policemen reached the scene he was 
still able to talk. But though he had given 
information about other cases, the old in- 
stinct to obey the Mafia pledge sealed his 
lips.

Another Slain in La Grange. 

Bruno Martino, employed at the plant of

Martino, while at work late Baturday 
night, wes attecked by two men. He fought 
a desperate battle. It ended. though, when 
Martino sank to the ground with a dozen 
knife wounds in his body. He was founda 


few moments later by a man who worked 
near him, and the police were notified. 

The wounded man was rushed toa hospital. 
Here it was seen that he would die and an 
effort was made to get the names of his as- 
saflants. 

German Black Hand Fails. 

Black Hand letters written in German re- 
sulted in the arrest of six Chicago men dur- 
ing the day. They are Joseph Kornfeind, 
1448 North Maplewood avenue, the alleged 
leader; Michael Kornfeind, 1532 North Ar- 
tesian avenue; John Horwatt, 1448 North 
Maplewood avenue; Bernard Gosse, 1448 
North Maplewood avenue; Andrew Weder- 
edge. 2524 West Division street, and Henry 
Sorget, 15382 North Artesian avenue, 

Kornfeind is said to have written letters to 
Gustave Kohl, 1224 North Campbell avenue, 
head of a cement contracting firm. All the 
men formerly worked for Kohl. The last 
letter, June 15, was signed Die Schwartze 
Hand.“ It sald in part: 

Mr. Kohl: We have noticed how you 
have been fleecing your employés. It is our 
turn now. We want you to place $2.000 in 
cash in a box anc put it underneath the 
front steps at 1448 Maplewood avenue, where 
you will find a mark made with chalk. Your 
steps are watched. It you report to the 
police we will get you.“ 

A dummy package was laid in the place 
named. Detectives watched the spot and 
the afrests followed when three men came 
after the money.

„ America is becoming so grossiy com- 
mercial that the board of education has taken 
this method to put the dollar mark on national 
song.“ said Victor Olander of the Seamen's 
union. When commercialism begins to 
cloud the eyes of our educational directors 
it is time that some one dispel the seduetion.“ 

G. W. Stone of the Woodworkers’ union 
said that Chicago had thousande of school 
children whose parents could not spare a 
penny toward the proposition.

Police Seek Fate of Missing 
Italian Girl; Rejected 
Wooer Also Gone. 


MURDER IS SUSPECTED. 


Murdered or kidnaped and forced into mar- 
riage is the fate, it is believed, of Jennie 
Feurie, a 14 year old Italian girl, who disap- 
peared from her home, 1631 South Wabash 
avenue, last Wednesday. 

Francesco Fuda, 27 years old, a barber 
who worked for the girl’s father, quit the 
shop on Saturday and left in the evening for 
Nebraska.

Before leaving’ the 
city he asked a friend if the Chicago police 
cquid cause his arrest for kidnaping if he was 
in another state. 


Parents Suspect Banished Suitos 

The girl's parents believe she was kidnaped 
by Ralph Martaro, a cousin of Fuda, and was 
either killed in Chicago or taken from the 
city to become the wife of Fuda. Three 
months ago Fuda asked the girl’s father for 
her hand in marriage. He offered te pay 
$300 for the bride. 

Feurle epurned the offer and told Fuda 
that if he ever mentioned\the subject again 
he would discharge him. 

In the belief that the girl was killed while 
protesting against marrying Fuda, the Har- 
rison street police today will make a search 
of the district. 


Girl Seen with Suitor’s Cousin. 

So far as known the last seen of the gir! 
was at 5:30 o'clock on the day of her dis- 
appearance. She was with a man recognized 
as Mariaro. The girl and her escort were at 
Harrison and Clark streets She appeared to 
be suffering from the effects of a drug. 

“I believe my daughter has been killed by 
Fuda and Mariaro,” said the father to Lieut. 
Costello at the Harrison street station last 
night. “ She was a good girl and rather than 
marry Fuda I know she would sacrifice her 
life. She hated the man, but she used to 
speak to Mariaro, his cousin.“ 


Search for Boy Message Bearer. 

Saturday an Italian boy named Teilerino 
visited Feurte’s barber shop several times and 
had whispered conversations with Fuda. The 
police think the boy was a mes@age bearer 
from Marlaro. Search was made for him 
last night. but he could not be found. Ef- 
forte to find Toner will be renewed thie 
morning. 


Goes to Western Relatives? 

Strortly before 7 o'clock Saturday evening 
Fuda was seen at the Northwestern Rallway 
depot.

The third to meet death was thrown against 
a tree. 

The first fatalities took place almost tines 
diately after the race began at the aviation 
fleld at Vincennes. 

Of the fifty aviators who inated the race, 
thirty-eight were civilians and twelve officers 
assigned for military duty.

Dawn at Vincennes saw a crowd estimated 
at from 500,000 to 1,000,000 persons massed 
around the military exercise field to witness 
the start. Six thousand soldiers and 4,00 
police, most of them mounted, were on hand 
to keep the field clear. 

A single gun fired at 5:45 o'clock signaled 
the commencement of the preliminaries to the 
race. Then Abbe Larebourg was just finish- 
ing the mass at an improvised altar im one 
of the aeroplane hangers for some of the 
aviators who desired spiritual preparation 
for the perils of the day. M. Le Martin, who 
within the hour was dying, was among those 
who knelt for the blessing. 

The second gun sounded at 6 o'clock, and 


Bathiat, who already Were in position, 
whirled away within a minute of each other 
amid cheering. 

The aviators started from three parallelo- 
grams from one tothree minutes apart. Last 
to leave was Emile Train. whose machine 
recently killed Minister of War Berteaux and 
wounded Premier Monis. 


How Le Martin Met Death. 


The wind was rising at the start and Le 
Martin, who was one of the most experienced 
avlators in France, rocked about a good deal 
as his machine cleared the ground and swept 
away. His aeroplane had reached the woods 
a quarter of a mile beyond the barriers when 
it was observed to pitch swiftly downward 
and into the trees. 

The biplane was broken as it fell at the 
foot of an oak tree. <A corner of the motor 
struck Le Martin's head, crushing his skull, 
and his right leg also was fractured in two 
places. The aviator was barely alive when 
he was taken away by Red Cross surgeons 
and died @ few minutes after reaching @ 
hospital. 

Something was wrong with the steeriti¢ 
gear of Le Martin's machine. It was working 
poorly earlier in the morning and Roland 
Garros, who helped adjust it, advised Le Mar- 
tin not to go up. 


Flaming Benzine Covers Flyer. 

Disaster overtook Capt. Princetau almost at 
the start. He scarcely had got well into the 
air when one of the planes of his machine 
caught fire. Princetau was seen 
to undo a strap that bound him firmly fm 
his seat £0 as to be free to p as he glided 
toward the earth Before he could loosen 
the belt, however, the motor exploded and 
flaming benzine covered him. 

He did not utter a cry, and when the wreck- 
age fell to the ground the captain was dead. 
His body was fearfully burned. Capt.

Get Clew to One Explosion. 

A clew to the latest conduit explosion, 
which occurred in a manhole in front of 2854 
Poplar avenue late Saturday night, was dis- 
covered yesterday when several residents of 
the neighborhood told the police they had 
seen a man walk up near the manhole a 
couple of hours before the detonation was 
heard. None of those who saw the man 
saunter up to the place and retrace his steps 
after a momentary halt could give his de- 
scription. The other three explosions, all ex- 
cept one within the last week, occurred at 
Forty-second street and Wabash avenue, 
Twenty-seventh and Quarry streets, and 
West Sixteenth and South Paulina streets.

ROC TOR KNOTT’S famous speech in 
congress ridiculing Duluth does not 
contain the expression Zenith city ot. 
the unsalted seas,” as reprinted with 
pride by Duluth. The city’s version 
in part is: 

Now, sir, who, after listening to this em- 
phatic and unequivocal testimony of these 
intelligent, competent, and able-bodied wit- 
nesses [laughter], who that is not as incred- 
ulous as St. Thomas himself, will doubt for 
a moment that the Goshen of America is to 
be found in the sandy valleys and upon the 
pine clad hills of the St. Croix? [Laughter.] 
Who will have the hardihood to rite in his 
seat on this floor and assert that, excepting 
the pine bushes, the entire region would not 
produce enough vegetation in ten years to 
fatten a grasshopper. [Great laughter.] 
Where is the patriot who is willing thet his 
country shall incur the peril of remaining 
sanother day without the amplest railceoad 
connection with such an inexhaustible mine 
of agricultural wealth? [{Laughter.] 

“Who will answer for the consequences 
of abandoning a great and warlike people in 
possession of a country like that, to brood 
over the indifference and neglect of their 
government? [Laughter.] How long would 
it be before they would take to studying the 
Declaration of Independence, and hatching 
out the damnable heresy of secession? How 
long before the grim demon of civil discord 
would rear again his horrid head in our 
midst, gnash loud his iron fangs and shake 
his crest of bristling bayonets?

“TI knew that neither Bayfield nor Superior

Trat the name for which my soul had 
panted for years, as the hart panteth for 
the waterbrooks. [Renewed laughter.] But 
where was Duluth? Never, in all my limited 
reading, had my vision been gladdened by 
seeing the celestial word in print. [Laugh- 
ter.] And I felt a profounder humiliation 
in my ignorance that its dulcet syllables had 
never before ravished my delighted ear. 
[Roars of laughter.], I was certain the 
draftsmen of this bill had never heard of 
it, or it would have been designated as one 
of the termini of this road. I asked my 
friends about it, but they knew nothing of 
it. 1 rushed to the library and examined 
all the maps I could find. [Laughter.) I 
discovered in one of them a delicate, hairlike 
line, diverging from the Mississippi, near a 
place marked Prescott, which I supposed was 
intended to represent the River St. Croix, but 
I could nowhere find Duluth. |

„Nevertheless, I was confident that it ex- 
isted somewhere, and that its discovery 
would constitute the crowning glory of the 
present century, if not of all modern times. 
{[Laughter.] I knew it was bound to exist 
in the very nature of things; that the sym- 
metry and perfection of our planetary sys- 
tem would be incomplete without it [re- 
newed laughter]; that the elements of ma- 
terial nature would long since have resolved 
themselves back into original chaos if there 
had been such a hiatus in creation as would 
have resulted from leaving out Duluth. 
{Roars of laughter. 

„This map, sir, is intended, as it appears 
from its title, to illustrate the position of 
Duluth in the United States; but if the gentle- 
men will examine it I think they will concur 
with me in the opinion that it is far too 
modest in its pretensions. It not only illus- 
trates the position of Duluth in the United 
States but it exhibits its relations with all 
created things. It even goes further than 
this. It lifts the shadowy veil of futurity 
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and affords us a view of the golden prospects 
ef Duluth far along the dim vista of ages 
yet to come.

DIES IN LEBANON 


Former Kentucky Governor 
and Member of Congress 
Closes Long Life. 


_— 


FAMOUS AS AN ORATOR. 


‘Duluth Speech,’ Made in House, 
Brought Name to Every 
District of Land. 


Lebanon, Ky., June 18.—James Proctor 
Knott, former governor of Kentucky and 
prominent for many years in congress. died 
today at his residence in this city. He was 81 
years old and had been enfeebled for several 
years: 

Mr. Knott was admitted to the bar in 1851 
and took up the practice of law at Memphis, 
Mo., where he resided until 1862. He was 
elected a member of the Missouri legislature 
in 1856 and was attorney general for that 
state from 1859 untik 1862. 

He was elected to congress from Kentucky 
in 1867 and served one term. In 1877 he was 
reGlected to congress. From 1883 until 1887 
he was governor of Kentucky. © 


Made Famous by Single Speech. 

Mr. Knott won more fame as a humorist 
in an hour by delivering a speech in congress 
ridiculing Duluth, Minn., one January day 
in 1871 than probably ever came to any one 
else from so short a performance. 

There are several stories told concerning. 
the delivery of the famous speech, but all 
agree that its purpose was to knock out a 
proposed land grant to the Bayfield and St. 
Croix railroad and that in order to do this 
the speaker ridiculed Duluth unmercifully. 

He spoke of Duluth as the “‘zenith city of 
the unsalted seas in the course of his talk, 
and he waxed sarcastic over thé place and 
its somewhat incipient claims to greatness. 

According to one set of stories told about 
the speech, it was read from a manuscript 
in a mumbling tone, so low that the corre- 
spondents could not understand a word of it. 
It has been declared also that Mr. Knott 
Wasn't the author of the speech at all, but 
that it was written by Col. P. Donan, who 
then was much in Washington on failroad 
business.“ 


Hailed as New National Humorist. 

It was not until the speech appeared in the 
Congressional Record and the editors had 
analyzed it that Mr. Knott became famous, 
and then he was hailed as a national humor- 
ist. The official record is plentifully sprin- 
kled with laughter.“ “ great laughter,” 
and “renewed laughter.“ 

Duluth was angry at first, but finally ac- 
counted Knott its patron saint. In 1887 he 
was the city’s guest of honor, when he made 
a speech in style so like the first that if Col. 
P. Donan wrote it he surely wrote the second. 
Some of Mr. Knott's friends said, however, 
the first speech finished his hopes as a law- 
yer, for the public from that day refused to 
accept him except as a humorist. 

As a Kentuckian Mr. Knott was proud of 
the fact that one of the greatest race horses 
Kentucky ever gave to the American turf

The queen's crown weighs but nineteen ounces, as against three pounds for the King’s 


crown.

STRIKE BREAKERS QUIT SHIP 
AT START IN NEW YORK HARBOR 


Recruits Desert Near Statue of Liberty. 
Sand in Bearings Halts Momus, but It 
Finally Sails. 7 


New York, June 18 — After having been de. 


| layed thirty-six hours by the strike of the 
| Atlantic Coast Seamen’s union, the Morgan 


line steamer Momus, manned by more than 
100 strike breakers, left tonight for New 
Orleans. 

The vessel weighed anchor early this morn- 
ing after lying all night in mid-stream, but 
halted again an hour later within hailing dis- 
tance of the statute of Liberty, when four- 
teen recruits Jumped from its deck to a pick- 
eting tug, leaving it without sufficient men. 

Shortly after the Momus got under way in 
the early morning its engines began to wheeze 
and machinists discovered sand in its bear- 
ings. They worked all day removing it, while 
officials of the line searched Brooklyn and 
New York for available seamen. 

Sixty veterans of the sea, the round up of 
twelve haurs, marched under police protec- 
tion to the company’s sheds at noon, and 
from these were selected thirty to complete 
the crew of the Momus. The otbersg are 
sleeping tonight in the sheds, guarded by 
police.

IN MAINE HULK 


Parts of Dinner Service Found 
as They Were Left After 
Last Meal. 


BAYONETS MASS OF RUST. 


Officer’s Dress Sword Lends In- 
ference of Owner’s Haste 


to Escape. 


HAVANA, June 18—As the hulk of the 
battleship Maine gradually rises above thé 
level of the waters within the cofferdam, 
there are interesting disc eris. 

A curious relic of the disaster has been 
found. The explorers recovered plates and 
other chinaware in the officers’ quarters. 
Some were identified as parts of the diane 
service of the captain and wardroom mess 

All were found as they had been left by the * 
stewards after the last dinner. 


Bayonets Masses of Rust. 

The searchers found on the spar deck « - 
small ammunition box such as is custom- 
arily distributed about the decks. This con- 
tained six millimeter cartridge clips for the 
naval service rifle and a number of short 
knife bayonets in metallic leather covered 
scabbards. The clips of cartridges were well 
preserved, but the steel ‘bayonets were re 
duced to masses of rust. 
The disintegration is believed to have been 
the result of galvanic action between the steel 
and the brass cartridge cases in the medium 
of sea water. This gives rise to speculation 
regarding the effect of galvanic action on 
portions of the hull still under water, os 
which depends greatly the possibility that the 
hull may not retain sufficient strength te 
warrant the hope of floating any.portion. 

Officer’s Dress Sword Found. 
An officer's dress sword was found behing 
the forward portside door leading from the 
officers’ quarters to the spar deck. Thesword 
was upright in the corner. The inference is 
that some officer hastening to the deck on the 
first alarm and buckling on his sword as he 
ran was compelled to abandon it and escape 
in the rush of water over the apar deck.

Barring from the mails patent medi- 
cines and periodicals which advertise 
them. 

Prohibition of the transportation in in- 
terstate commerce of patent medicines 
for which extravagant claims of efficacy 
are made on the labels of the containers. 
The move for the latter provision is neces- 

gsitated by the recent decision of the Supreme 
court that the present food and drugs act 
prohibits misrepresentation of the ingredi- 
ents of a compound, but not misrepresenta- 


Labele Fraudulent on Face. 

There are scores of patent mixtures on the 
market the marvelous virtues of which as 
set forth on the labels are fraudulent upon 
‘their face. 

Tue department of agriculture has prose- 
cuted many of the manufacturers of such 
nostrums and has obtained convictions in 
‘mine cases out of ten. Now, however, this 
Une of prosecution is halted by the Supreme 
court's decision and the department, unless 
‘the law is strengthened, will be compelled to 
eonfine its endeavors to the suppression of

Assign Death of F. Meyer to 
Former Peoria School 
Head’s Crime. 


DIES OF NERVOUS SHOCK. 


Relatives Trace Cause to Firm’s 
Failure Following 81,000, 
000 Embezzlement. 


Although five years have passed since New- 
ton C. Dougherty, former superintendent of 
echools of Peoria, III, was convicted and 
sentenced to Joliet penitentiary for embez- 
alement of nearly 51,000 000 of school funds, 
another vicitim was added yesterday to the 
roll ot men whose deaths are sald to have 

n brought about by Dougherty's misdeeds. 
The latest victim is Frank Meyer, head of 
the F. Meyer Bros. company, who died in 
the Evanston hospital yesterday. 

The cause of Mr. Meyer's death was nerv- 
ous prostration. Members of his family 
and the attending physician declared that he A 
never hed recovered health since he was pros- 
trated following the exposure of Dougherty's 
huge theft in 1905. He was a heavy investor 
ip the Colman Implement company, which 
was forced to close its doors on account of 
the ria school heads embezzlement, and 
the failure of the concern broke his health. 


Trace Six Deaths to Theft. 

Mr. Meyer is said to be the sixth victim 
whose death is traceable to Dougherty’s crime 
and the effect it had on financial and busi- 
ness institutions of Peoria : 

The first victtm was C. C. Lines, assiatent 
cashier of the bank. The failure of the in- 
stitution is said to have impaired his healtb 
and eventually to have. caused his death.

Made Fortune in Mines with the Late 
David H. Moffat. 


Sylvester T. Smith, former president of the 
Denver Northwestern and Pacific railway 
and millionaire, died yesterday at his resi- 
dence, 4717 Kenwood avenue. Heart failure 
was the immediate cause of death, although 
he had been an invalid for over four years. 
He was 72 years old. 

Mr. Smith was known among rallroad offi- 
cials all over the United States, having been 
connected with the railroads since 1864, when 
he entered the service of the Kansas Pacific 
as accountant and cashier. 

When the road's affairs became involved he 
was appointed receiver, and remained ag 
such until he went to the Union Pacific. 

Mr. Smith's next move was to the Denver 
and Rio Grande, of which he became gen- 
eral manager. Later he was elected presi- 
dent of the Denver Northwestern and Pacific. 
He remained in charge of that road until his 
retirement from business four years ago. 

During his years in Colorado and as the 
partner of the late David H. Moffat, Smith 
amassed a fortune in mines said to total 
more than a million dollars. This fortune, 
it is said, will be distributed among nieces 
in Kansas, although Miss Edith Nelson. a 
trained nurse, who has been his faithful at- 
tendant, has been left a substantial share.

William Paul Gerhard, a distinguished civil engineer, who has spent 
years in investigating flies and mosquitoes as disease carriers, has recently issued 
a valuable pamphlet on the subject which forms an excellent addition to the Ht- 


erature of the fly, mankind's most dangerous enemy. At the outset he says: 
In poor farmers’ houses a dirty condjtion of rooms, walls, and ceilings 


favors the invasion by flies. 


Crumbs left on the table and food particles 


Scattered on ill swept floors or hidden in crevices attract them, as does, of 
course, any food which is openly exposed. Filthy cuspidors are another fruit- 


ful cause for flies. 


It is time that farmers should be impressed with the fact 


ea where flies have access to disease infected discharges they may carry 
eadly germs, and that where they enter the kitchen, the pantry, or the dining 
room, attracted by the food, they deposit the germs in crawling over the food, 


which they contaminate either in this way or by the fly specks. 


That the 


latter may be a source of actual and positive danger will become apparent 
when we consider that any germ infected material eaten by flies may pass 
through their intestinal canal alive, and when deposited on food may spread 


disease. |

After advising sanitary indoor plumbing to replace the outside dangerous vault 
Gerhard impresses on his readers that “ the fly problem is a sanitary problem,” 


and he goes on to say that all horse and cow stalis in the stables should have water- 
tight floors, and manure pits should be of concrete and cement, made watertight and 
covered. The pits should either be screened with fine wire or treated with chloride 


of lime. They should be kept dark. 


Dairy farmers should: abolish privy vaults, outhouses, cesspools, or manure pits 
on their premises. Dairy windows and doors should be screened to prevent contam- 


ination of the milk supply by files. 


Barnyards should be kept tidy and stall gutters should be cleaned daily, and no 


decaying organic matter should accumulate. 


The household garbage can should be 


scoured with kerosene daily and should be kept covered.
